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The Death of Jesus. 

Death in a peculiar institution. 
It was brought into existence by 
the combined labor of Uod, Man 
and Satan. This is probably 
about the only work where all 
acted to establish a result. God 
made death possible by giving 
.Adam a law to obey, and making 
the penalty death.

The death of Christ was the 
great consummation ot the plan 
. tor man's redemption. The 
whole plan would have -failed 
without that crowing but painful 
experience oi the Lord Jesus. 

On the cross he gave his blood 
as an atoning sac ri Boo to satisfy 
the unalterable laws of the eter- 
nal Creator. God's ifecroes can 
not be changed, and therefore, 
aatiataction only rendered thereto 
* was the hope ot Israel and the 
sinner. This Christ guve in the 
shedding of his blood and the 
death which he sutlcrcd. 

God had set his laws, and Sa- 
tan presumed that he was master 
when bo entailed death upon 
men. Lie knew God would not 
alter bis decrees, and therefore 
thought there was no escape 
from the burs ot death. But 
God had grace and love for man- 
kind, and (here wa<4 one way to 
nullify the power of death. This 
way was tor the Son ot' man to 
become incarnate, and die, that 
he might enter into the kingdom 
or realm of death, and burst 
asunder its environments, and 
leave a touch of the quickening 
power, to be operated upon when 
the tulueps of time for the res 
urrection arrives. lie left a 
geim ol life in the kingdom of 
death which will do its perfect 
work in bringing all to life again. 
When the vivifying power of the 
Almighty shall touch it the dead 
■hall rise. 

Christ, 'by the grace, ol God 
tasted death for every man.' 
tlttb. ii, 9. Uere is the solution 
ol the whole problem of death 
and the resurrection. God, in 
his infinite goodness, consented 
that if bis «ou died, and sbed 
his blood, tbis should be a suffi- 


cient atonement for man, aatia- 
taction of the decree that ain 
whan it ia finished, bringeth 
forth death, and that alt men 
should exiat once more. 

The result of Christ's death are 
theae. 

1. Ail men through it shall ex- 
ist again. All means all in thia 
sentence, as 'every' man, in the 
scripture above means every one. 
Not one soul is excluded. Many 
weaken the power ot the scrip- 
tures by paring down, by condi- 
tions, the general terms of the 
scriptures. Christ at one time 
said of himself, that if be should 
be lifted up he would draw all 
men unto him. All means all 
in that place too. Christ died 
that we may live, that la all 
mightexistagain. Christ taste d 
death for the saintly soul, as well 
as the one that is 'dead in sins.' 
The applicable power of that 
death has its effects in bringing 
abont the resurrection of all, 
saint and sinner, male and fe- 
male. 

2. In Christ's death the hope 
ot the Christian is anchored. He 
tasted death tor every man. As 
Christ died and rose again, so 
those who sleep in Jesus — who 
are dead in the sainthood — will 
God bring with him. By hie life 
ot righteousness, the resurrec- 
tion will be onto him a birthday 
into unspeakable joyB, and full of 
glory, lie eball live again, and 
live in bliss. This is the Chris- 
tian's hope, and it alone renders 
him less miserable than all other 
creatures of earth. 

3. Christ's death renders pos 
sible the complete filling of the 
measure of justice, equity and 
right. The complete army of 
sinners will be resurrected also, 
through the death of Christ, and 
they will be punished by an 
everlasting destruction. . Many 
desperate sinners pass out of this 
world without Hulluring adequate 
punishment for the crimes they 
committed. The reel demands 
of right and justice require that 
they be recompensed according- 
ly, and it will be done after the 
resurrection. Here Is the mis- 
fortune of the infidel's hope. 
Through the death ot Christ, be 
must exist again, which his hope 
says is not eo, and in that coming 
existence he will be at the com- 
plete mercy of God's vengence. 
Vengence is mine, I will repay, 
is the decree of the Almighty, 

The rich man and Lazarus is a 
symbol of the condition of the 
classes of good and bad after the 
effects of Christ's death are com- 
pleted in the resurrection of all 
men. 

4. In Christ's death, there is 
an excuse for uot baptizing in- 
fants and practicing infant com- 
munion. His death annuls the 
effects ot Adam's transgression, 
by the institution ot the resur- 
rection. Christ literally de- 
stroyed that death by purchasing 
the human tamily in his death, 
and shedding of bis blood. The 
infants, therefore are his. lie 
has given the intelligent a law 
to obey with the promise of 
eternal life as a reward. But as 
the infant has had the effects of 
the Adamio death annuled and 
I he depravity removed, it com- 
mits no actual sin, and is there- 
tore pure before God. 

Oh how great and powerful 
was the death of Christ, that it 
should take away the curse rest- 
ing upon the little ones, and they 
shall sit and shout hozannas up- 
on the banks ot the eternal river, 
flowing from the thrown of 
God. 


Washing the Saiota' Feet. 

The Brethren preacher hers at 
Ashland used the subject of 
Washing the Saints' Feet, last 
Lord's Day, to apeak from. The 
text waa: 'If ye know theae 
things, happy are ye if ye do 
them.' He thought the words 
oonld only apply to the command 
of washing feet and not being 
greater than the Lord. Jesus 
■aid the servant is not greater 
than the Lord. That is one 
thing to know, and an important 
one, too. Many there are who, 
at best, esteem themselves great- 
er than their Lord was. They 
are above bowing to the low sta- 
tion in life that Christ stood in, 
and would not stoop to do in the 
name of Religion, eo lowly an 
act as washing the Saints' feet. 
He regarded the ordinance ot 
washing the Saints feet as the 
symbolical representative of the 
new commandment that Christ 
gave to his disciples when he 
was about to be- crucified. He 
said, a new commandment I give 
an to you, that ye love one anoth- 
er as I have loved you. The 
new commandment is not simply 
to love one another, but to love 
one another as Christ had loved 
hie disciples. 

The ordinance ot washing the 
Saints' feet is the aymbolical rep- 
resentative of the new, higher, 
grander end deeper love for the 
brethren whioh Christ intro- 
duced fcito his church, ee bap- 
tism is the symbolical represen- 
tative of the new birth that shall 
take place at the resurrection ot 
fits just, or that the bread and 
wine, in the holy supper are sym- 
bols representing the body and 
blood of the blessed Redeemer. 
He said this symbol of washing 
the Saints' teet is one ot the trin- 
ity of great symbols in the 
Church ot Jesus Christ ; namely : 
Baptism, the Lord's Supper, and 
the ordinance of Foot- washing. 

Baptism is the symbol of the 
New Birth. 

The Holy Supper is the sym- 
bol of the body and blood of 
Christ, . 

Washing the Saints' feet is a 
symbol ot the fraternal love in- 
stituted in the Church of Christ. 

lie argued that there is no vir 
tue in an empty symbol of any 
character, and that Christ placed 
them in his church as object les- 
sons by which the great truths 
of Christianity were impressed 
upon the heart, and as Christ 
had ordained that they should be 
obeyed and practiced by his fol- 
lowers, they are all the same as 
though real power and efficacy 
rested in the symbols themselves. 

Christ was baptized, eat his 
last supper, and washed his 
brethren's feet. These the Lord 
and Master did. If any one will 
not do all, then bis acts, which 
speak louder than words, mean 
that he ie greater than bis Lord 
and Master. 

Love means manifestation. 
The mother who heartily loves 
her child is at all times engaged 
in some manifestation of that 
love. The pareut who sincerely 
loves a daughter is always ready 
to do the most lowly service for 
that daughter's comfort. Love 
means kindly offices, means work. 
As faith without works is dead, 
even so is love. Too say you 
love a brother, and never give 
any evidence by words that you 
do, your love will be regarded 
only as a confession ot your 
mouth while your heart is far 

from it. 

Washing the Saint's feet is 
the symbol of the church love, or 


fraternal Ion of the Brethren 
in Christ Jesus. It means that 
brethren shall not be above per- 
forming those little h amble deeds 
which will lighten the hardens 
of life |and bind together those 
who are redeemed by the blood 
of the Lamb. Such service is 
the language of the true love by 
whioh Christ loved hie brethren. 
Thia love waa unlike any love 
that had hitherto been introduced 
into the world, and was called 
the new commandment. The 
command to love was not new. 
The command to love your 
neighbor was dot new. The 
command to lore God was not 
new. But here, in the crowning 
hours ot Christ's wonderful life 
on earth, he introduces into his 
church the new commandment. 
'That ye love one another as I 
have loved you.' How, how, 
loved how, is the suggested in- 
quiry. Why by doing those 
lowly, humble acts for brethren 
of your fraternity which will 
show that you love them from 
the heart, by washing one an- 
other's feet, with that satisfao 
tion that the kind father takes 
his little boy into his arms and 
washes his feet to make them 
clean.
